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FURIOUS GALE IS 


RAGING IN SOUTH 


Tropical Hurricane Sweeps Over Gulf 


Country and Many Cities are Cut 


Off By Terrific Storm 


YET UNVERIFIEO 


New Orleans, Sept. 27.—For more 


than twelve hours a tropical hurricane 
blowing at a speed varying from 35 
to 60 miles an hour has swept over 
this section. The telegraph and tele- 
phone wires are 
all 
down between 


hsre and gulf of Mexico points, where 
the storm Is reported to have struck 
the heaviest. Washouts are reported 
on several railroads in that direc- 
tion. ' 


The damage reported thus far is 


confined mostly to the havoc of the 
tide driven by the wind upon the gult 
coast to an unusual height. At the 
mouth of the MissiAippi rivei pilots 
are compelled to abandon their tows. 
Seventy-five American fishermen and 
their families spent the night in boats 
on Doullets canal to escape the water, 
which is rising over the lower Missis- 
sippi delta 
and 
threatening 
their 


cabins. 


The rice fields are considerably dam- 


aged in this section. No vessels have 
attempted to enter at the mouth of 
the Mississippi river since Tuesday 
night, but are riding out the storm ii) 
the open gulf. 


A washout is reported on the Louis- 


ville and Nashville at Lake Catherine 
and no trains are running. The New 
Orleans and Northeastern railroad re- 
ports its tracks under water at several 
places. The damage in New Orleans 
is small so far. Lake Ponchartrain is 
five feet above the normal. The wind 
has swept away a few fishing shacks.

been 
damaged.

river at Southport above here.

Communication With Mobile and Pen- 


•acola Also Impotsible. 


Atlanta, Oa,, Sept. 27.—With the ex- 


ception, of .one telegraph " wj/e from 
here to New Orleans, via Birmingham, 
which 
works spasmodically 
and Is 


most unsatisfactorily, all communica- 
tion with New Orleans has been cut 
off by the storm now raging along the 
north shore of the gulf of Mexico. In 
the direction of Mobile and Pensaoola 
communication is Impossible. Not a 
word has come from that section of 
the country since last night. There 
have been numerous rumors of great 
and extensive damage by wind and by 
tidal waves, but so far there has been 
no verifications of any of these stories. 


A dispatch received by the Postal 


Telegraph Co. from New Orleans as 
late as 10:30 this morning reports that 
a severe storm which set in last night, 
is still raging, but makes no mention 
of any damage there. It declares, 
however, 
that 
communication with 


Mobile and Pensacola is Impossible 
from there as from 
points further 


north. All telephone, as well as tele- 
graph wires arc reported down and 
there is no present way of getting at 
the actual condition along the eastern 
and northeastern shores of the gulf. 


The latest advices received from 


New Orleans 
by the 
local weather 


bureau do not Indicate alarming con- 
ditions at that city. The wind at that 
time was blowing thirty-six miles an 
hour, having declined to that speed 
from forty-eight miles. The center o! 
the storm was apparently somewhat 
east of Now Orleans, in the direction 
of Mobile. The barometer at New Or 
leans is unusually low, being at 29.26 
-^almost three-fourths of an inch be 
low normal—and the gradient of the 
air pressure is so steep that high 
winds may be 
expected 
along the 


coast during the remainder of today 
and through the night. 


Conditions are not as yet similar to 


those surrounding the 
great storm 


which wrecked Galveston on Scptem 
ber 8, 1900. The barometer in tha1 
city, 'just prior to the cominK of thi 
storm registered 28.50—as far below 
the present pressure at. New Orleans 
as that is today below normal. Fron 
all information obtainable by the loca 
weather bureau, the storm is expectec 
to move eastward across the southern 
part of this state and then sweep up 
the Atlantic coast. -At 11 o'clock thq 
wire of the Postal Telegraph company 
to New Orleans failed and the city is 
now entirely cut off.

He is a Scotch- 
man by birth and came to Fort Waynn 
to help take care of the Brookside 
herds. Paxton was a single man and 
his only relative in this country is 
William Paxton. a brother, who is also 
employed by Mr. "Bass. He went to 
Catlin this morning to assist in thu 
search for his brother's body. 


Mr. Bass placed the value of his cat- 


tle at between $4,000 and $5.000. but 
stated that he had not been able ti 
check over yet and see just what had 
been shipped on the train. He is di- 
recting all of his efforts toward the 
recovery and burial ot the bodies of 
his men, whose death Mr. Bass d3- 
plores most deeply.

death was miraculous. 
When our

track, the cars back of us pushed 
forward past the end of our car and 
stopped some distance from us. Had 
they followed our car. it would have 
crushed by the heavier Pullmans and 
we would have been killed. 
The 


chair car stopped at the end of the 
locomotive and its windows were 
broken out by the force of steam 
from the boiler, which had been 
punctured in some manner. 
In get- 


ting out of this car the passengers 
made the mistake of going out at 
the wrong side—the side next to the 
engine—where they were enveloped 
in Rchalding steam and water and 
many were burned. I never saw fire 
spread so rapidly. 
The first car 


struck by the passenger train was 


Havana, Sept. 27.—In spite of the

the arrangement of the arbitration con- 
ference but It was late before any of 
the Cubans 
presented 
themselves. 


The commissioners are determined to 
give the opposing factions here a 
chance to get together but their feel- 
Ing that, the government officials are 
not sincere has been strengthened by 
an unsatisfactory interview with the 
commander of the rural guards with 
the object of learning If this' force 
could be depended upon to maintain 
order If arbitration failed. His prom- 
ise to do so wan not obtained. 


Taft's Emphatic Program. 
' 


If a landing of American forces Is re- 


quired Secretary Taft has decided to 
take over the government Instantly. 
He has received authority from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to tako thla 
extreme 


step, In which event he will proclaim 
himself governor. 
The secretary be- 


lieves that complications would arise 
If he assumed the governorship Jointly 
with Mr. Bacon. 
Mr. Taft's assump- 


tion of the governorship will be In his 
capacity as secretary of war and not 
as a peace commissioner. His program 
will bo consistent with that announced 
last night In that the occupation of 
Cuba would only ho for the 
period 


covering the holding of general elec- 
tions and the establishing of a new 
government, on a firm basis. 


The attitude of Senor Zayas, presi- 


dent of tho liberal party, towards the 
negotiations and his efforts to main- 
tain order in the republic are praised 
by Messrs. Taft. and Bacon. He was 
told last night, that If arbitration is be- 
gun under the new conditions proposed 
by the liberals, tho latter must not 
count, on obtaining all the terms SUR- 
pestod In Mr. Taft's original note to 
President. Palma. 
The senator an- 


swered that, he realized this fact but 
he was willing to take the chances. 
The radical moderates are 
still In- 


dulging in warlike talk, though the 
conservative minority of the 
moder- 


ates are disposed towards conciliation 
In order to prevent Intervention. 


It Is believed that the result .pf the 


arbitration conference will not 
be 


known until tomorrow.

No Experimenting in Tropical Food- 


stuffs If Troops Go to Cuba. 


Washington, Sept. 27.—Subsistence 


supplies of a kind similar to those 
now used by the army in the Philip- 
pines and In Porto Rico will be used 
by the army in Cuba in the event of 
Intervention by the 
United States. 


The troops will be given in rations 
what they have been accustomed to 
and not what any one might suggest 
they ought to have for service in 
tropical countries. 
Some military ob- 


servers marveled at the 
wonderful 


amount of work accomplished by the 
Japanese soldiers on a diet of rice and 
dried fish. It 
was suggested that 


American soldiers, when performing 
service In tropical countries, ought to 
be given a large amount of rice In 
their rations. This question was con- 
sidered by the army authorities and 
decided adversely to the rice diet. 
Americans, it was shown, are great 
meat eaters. 
Per capita, they eat 


more meat than any other people on 
the globe. Accustomed as they are to 
a meat diet. th« 
American soldier 


would revolt at a rice diet, because 
rice contains only a small percent- 
age 
of 
protelds. 
In 
order 


to obtain their accustomed amount 
of protelds the soliders would have to 
develop a "rlco stomach." which. It la 
feared by the army officials, would de- 
stroy their stomach for fighting. 


A strong, sustaining American ra- 


tion will be given the soldiers If they 
go to Cuba—just as good a ration as 
now Is served to them at. their stations 
In this country. No chances will be 
taken on creating discontent among 
the troops by denying to them proper 
thlnM to *ftt. to which they hnve been 
accustomed.

State Body at Indianapolis Endorses 


Reforms—31. B. Johnson 


He-Elected. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 27.—The Indiana 


Federation of Labor today selected 
Muncie as the meeting place next 
year. 


The spread of tuberculosis and kin- 


dred diseases among persons em- 
ployed in factories will be checked, Im- 
pure foods and tainted meats will no 
longer be placed upon the market, coal 
miners will be protected by every pos- 
sible precaution, barber shops will be 
closed on Sunday, motormen on street 
cars will be protected 
from the in- 


clemencies of 
the 
weather, school 


books will be provldPd free for school 
children and a large number of other 
conditions tending to the ease and bet- 
terment of the working class will be 
established, providing the legislature 
sees fit to enact the laws suggested by 
tue State Federation of Labor during 
the second day of the convention at 
Columbia hall yesterday. 


The committee on resolutions and 


petitions consumed practically the en- 
tire day with their reports and tho 
discussion which followed the readlnc 
of the reports and the announcement 
of the action of the committees on 
each of them. 
Few of the reports 


were productive of any extended or 
warm debates, the entire body being 
practically of a mind on most of tho 
resolutions that were presented. 


Endorsed Move In Politic*. 


One of the most Important acts of 


the convention was the adoption of the 
plan outlined by tho American Feder- 
ation of Labor for the concerted ac- 
tion of organized labor In politics. A 
number of separate resolutions bear- 
ing on the political stand labor should 
take were referred to the committee, 
tho suggestions ranging from tho most 
conservative partisanship to the rank- 
est socialism. 
The committee fused 


these various resolutions Into a sub- 
stitute resolution. Indorsing the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor plan as nut- 
llnpd by President GnmporH nnd 
hiM 


associates, providing for tho support, 
of such rnndidatos In 
the political 


field an stand for the principles for 
which organized labor Is contending. 
Irrespective of party affiliations, and 
for opposition to the election of can- 
didates whoso sentiments aro known 
to bo adverse to labor and to the rj- 
election of such Incumbents of office 
us havo shown tlirlr hostility to tho 
interests of labor and their friendli- 
ness to the Interests of capital during 
their terms In office. 
The substitute 


report of the oommlttoo was adopted 
unanimously without debate. 


Indorse Pure Food Law. 


Tho convention Indorsed thn pure 


food law recently passer! by congress 
nnd recommondcd'tlmt tho legislature 
bo petitioned to pass more stringent 
laws relating to foods In Indiana and 
t<: provide for tho appointment of In- 
spectors In tho packing houses and 
other places whoro foods aro prepared 
to tho end that a better quality of 
fond be placed on the market. 


Tho convention advocated thp pass- 


ing of a law prohibiting the collection 
of usurious Interest on chattel mort- 
gages and providing for a penalty of 
$1,000 fine and two years' Imprison- 
ment for a violation of the law. 'In 
advocating the law the cotnmltteo on 
resolutions explained that 
hardships 


bad been repeatedly caused for tho 
widows and orphans of tho working- 
men by the collection of such Interest. 


After considerable discussion a res- 


olution asking that all books used by 
children In public schools be furnished 
frco of charge was passed by a vote 
of 68 to 29. The committee on reso- 
lutions brought In a report of non-con- 
currence In the resolution on 
the 


grounds that an Increase in thn tax 
levy to provide for tho 
free 
books 


would mean an Increase In living ex- 
penses, as those owning business or 
property would raise their prices, and 
that consequently the poor would feel 
the burden more than they do now 
whon each person provides the hooka 
for his own child. The majority of 
the delegates, however, could not see 
the proposition In that light and vote-1 
down the friends of the committee. 


Marlon Johnson Re-Elected. 


Shortly after the opening of the aft- 


ernoon session tho 
convention pro- 


ceeded to elect officers for the ensuing 
year.

Corey, of Muncie, was elected fourth 
vice president over W. E. Davis, of 
Elkhart. and W. B. Snyder, of South 
Bend, defeated John J. Collins and 
Fred Junoman In tho race for the fifth 
vice presidency.

of Fort Wayne, the present secretary' 
treasurer, was re-elected, defeating W.

WABASH GROCER3 BOYCOTTED. 


Union Labor Sympathizers Act a* Re- 


gult of Strike of Delivery Boy*. 


Wftbnsh, Ind., Sept. 27.—A boycott 


of all grocers and meat merchants In 
the Wabash Union Delivery company 
was declared at a mass mfeetlng of un- 
ion men and women and sympathizers 
held In TJnion hall, and which was 
first addressed by Joseph Rlndsberg, 
president of the company. The boy- 
cott Is unusual, for practically all the 
grocers nnd butchers In the city are 
In the delivery system and tho tend- 
ency will be to force union people to 
buy in tho suburbs of the small firms.

"for unless the inside surface of the 
chimney is curved and smooth the free 
outward passage of smoke is obstruct- 
ed, with the result that it strikes back 
Into the room. There should be noth- 
ing but curves in a fireplace flue when 
it is impossible to build it straight or 
funnel shape, and these rounded cor- 
ners should not slant more than forty- 
five degrees.

who has been troubled with bad flues

ney is properly lined. 


"If there'are no angles and the in- 


side of the flue is smooth then the 
nost prolific causes of smoky grates 
are eliminated and the trouble is prob- 
ably in the masonry or perhaps in the 
rieight of the chimney. 


"It may be well for every woman to 


know that a flue to draw satisfactorily 
must come directly into the center of 
a fireplace, for when It does not there 
are always eddies of smoke at. one side 
of the grate. 
Most Important of all. 


however, is the size of the flue, for 
unless it, is one-fifteenth as large as 
the fireplace there will be difficulties 
in burning either wood or coal.

flue should ever be smaller than eight 
inches square In a grate that is about 
thirty inches long and the same num- 
ber of inches in width.

When the flue is too small 
for the size of the grate, 
a smoky 


room is generally the result. 


"If a grate smokes when the first 


fire of the -season is started a woman 
should not be alarmed and think that 
this difficulty will continue through- 
out Ihe year, for until bricks and mor- 
tar are warmed through all chimneys, 
no matter how perfectly constructed, 
will throw smoke back into the room. 
As soon as the flues are warm, how- 
ever, the smoke will pass out freely. 
Many housekeepers who reailze that 
cold chimneys smoke, invariably put 
burning paper into them and in this 
way take off Ihe chill before, starting 
a fire at the beginning, of the fall ot 
winter seasons, or when the flue has 
not been 
constantly used 
in 
cool 


weather. 
"Many flues smoke simply becattss 


they are filled with soot and need to 
be cleaned by a chimney sw'eep. At

TAll Parties Agree to Wage 


Scale and Work Will Be 


Resumed Tomorrow. 


WERE OUT TEN DAYS 


Conference With General Manager 


Miller Brought Peace—Rnil- 


way News. 


St Louis, Sept. 27.—The strike of 


the Wabasa railroad 
boilermakers, 


machinists and blacksmiths was ter- 
minated today by the granting of an 
Increase In wages after a conference 
between the strikers' committee and 
General Manager Henry Miller, of the 
Wabash, which began last Monday. 


A proposition was submitted- to tha

General Manager Miller said the 


strike Is ended and everything Is per- 
fectly satisfactory.

delayed. Mr. Butler arrived home at 
D o'clock this morning and Mr. Miller 
will arrive home at 5 o'clock this even- 
Ing. 
They signed the agreement on 


a wage scale with Mr. Miller, the gen- 
eral manager, late Tuesday, and soon 
afterwards left for Fort Wayne, ex- 
pectins to notify their shopmates of a 


settlement In time to commence work 
yesterday at noon, but the wreck de- 
layed them. 


The machinists and blacksmiths are
